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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Moroi clearly shows cooling air directed into the 
high pressure discharge lamp through two nozzles (15) and the air is in fact incident on two portions (1a and 1b) of the electrode lead- 
throughs (Fig. 2). Nozzles 1a and 1b are the only devices directing cooling gas flow into the high-pressure discharge lamp, and as is clearly 
indicated by the arrow in Fig. 2, this cooling gas is incident on portion 1a and portion 1b of the electrode lead-throughs (Fig. 2). Therefore, 
Moroi teaches a cooling device (15), wherein the cooling device comprises at least one pair of ducts (15) which guide a cooling gas flow 
(arrows in Fig. 2) onto portions of the electrode lead-throughs (Fig. 2) of the discharge tube (1), so that portions are more strongly cooled 
than further portions (portions within 1a and 1b) of the electrode lead-through (Fig. 2). 
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
